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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  1979,  a  total  of  eleven  subdivision  proposals  or  pre-proposals  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Planning  Board.  Five  have  been  approved  and  the  Board  is  await- 
ing final  proposals  on  the  remaining  six. 

The  Board  began  the  process  of  producing  a  Master  Plan  as  an  essential  step  to 
protecting  the  Town's  legal  authority  to  control  development  through  the  regu- 
lation of  zoning  and  land  subdivision.  The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission 
has  offered  to  assist  the  Town  in  the  preparation  of  the  Plan,  although  the  Town 
will  undertake  the  bulk  of  the  work  itself.  A  questionnaire  was  prepared  and 
sent  to  every  taxpayer  in  the  Town.  Plans  have  been  made  to  name  a  Sounding 
Board  of  interested  townspeople  to  encourage  as  much  input  as  possible  from 
various  viewpoints  on  the  desired  direction  for  the  Master  Plan.
